BEIJING Jiang Qing 
(Chiang Ching),， widow of the late 
Chairman Mao Zedong and the 
leader of the Gang of Four，went 
on trial last week，refusing to 
admit any guilt and defiantiy an- 
Swering“I don't know at al - to 
charges that she plotted against 
the late Premier Zhou Enlal and 
slandered Vice Chairman Deng 
Xiaoping.

During the trial, several persons 
testifed against her. Witnesses in- 
cluded Mao's niece Wang Haiyong 
and Mao'Ss American-born inter- 
preter (Nancy) Tang Wensheng. 
Mao's private secretary，Zhang 


Yufeng，also testitied against her 


and other gang members. 
ZHANG 
Zhang Chunqiao; a former dep- 
uty premier and one of the gang， 
stood mute in court last week and 
refused to answer charges that he 


had taken part in persecuting sev- . 


eral leaders during the height of 
the “Cultural Revolution, ”includ- 
ing the late Chief of State Liu 
Shaoqi and Deng Xiaoping. 

After he repeatedly refused to 
anSweEr questions，the judge told 
him,“If you refuse to reply， it-will 
not affect the trial.”The judge 
warned Zhang that according to 
the Chinese criminal code, convic- 
tion can be obtained if the evi- 
dence is proved，even without a 
confession. “This law applies to 
you，the judge told Zhang. 

Zhang is accused of persecuting 
leaders，Pplotting to kill Mao in 
1971 and masterminding an armed 
rebellion in Shanghali in 1976. 

The other two members of the 
gang，Wang Hongwen and Yao 
Wenyuan, told the court on Nov. 
24 that Jang Qing was the chief in- 
stigator in a plot to frame Zhou 
Enlai and Deng Xiaoping. They 
made their confessions at the first 
Session of the trial. Wang Said that 
in 1974，he secretly went to 
Changsha to bad-mouth Zhou and 
Deng，under the_ instruction of 
Jiang Qing，in order to.,prevent 
Deng from becoming the first 
deputy premiier. Instead, Mao told 
him that he -should not gang up 
with Jiang Qing and that he 
“should be watchful against her.” 

_INDICTMENT 

The indictment charged the 
Gang of Four and six followers of 
the former defense minister Lin 
Biao with four major crimes with 
48 specific offenses. They were ac- 
cused of persecuting and murder- 
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ing thousands of officials and com- 
mon people. (East/West 11/26/180.) 
The court， also charged 60 
persons with lesser crimes related 
to the Gang of Four. Mao Yuan- 
xin，a niece of the late Chairman， 
was one of them. Included in the 
list were the wife of Kang Sheng, a 
master-Spy and a close associate of 
Mao，who was expelled from the 
party posthumously only recently

News has reached us that there .are Spreading Tiots and 
Violence against Chinese in Indonesia, Many Chinese resi- 
dents have _ been beaten up, their cars have been burnt， 
and shops owned by Chinese have been looted and dam- 
aged. TIhe Indonesian government is trying to curb these 
Tiotings, but the results remain to be seen. 

It is no secret that many Southeast Asian nations harbor 
distrust and hatred against the _ ethnic Chinese in their 
countries. The inability of the Chinese and the Malays to 
WoOIK together forced Singapore out of the Malaysian 
union to become an independent nation. The last two 
decades saw a number of governmental measures in Burma 
which Kkept the Chinese out of business and，eventually， 
out of the country. Many still remember the anti-Chinese 
Violence in Indonesia following the abortive coup by thel 
Indonesian Communist Party. In Malaysia today, discrim- 
inatory acts against the ethnic Chinese are too numerous| 
to enumerate: And when Vietnam ejected the Chinese by 
the tens of thousands, in such inhumane fashion, the world 
finally realized the plague of the ethnic Chinese in Southz-| 
east Asia. 

The Chinese 让 Malaysia and_ Indonesia:are not allowed 
to join the military nor the police force. They have no 
guns and no decisive politicaljpower. But after watching 
how the Chinese in Vietnaim are fleeing persecution and， 
starvation，and how thousands of them` have died at sea， 
the Chinese in other Southeast Asian countries may not 
be docile for long. And when they begin to fight back， 
it will be tragic for the entire region. 

Chinese Americans, by themselves and through the good| 
offices of the US government, should do our best to ease 
the tension in the area and to _encourage the formulation 
ofa lasting solution .

The center also gives lectures in 
child rearing and mental health to 
try to_ help parents understand 
what best contributes to*a :child's 
health and adjustment. For in- 
stance，Chin explained，the Chi- 
nese tradition of humbling one's 
self and-one's children in front of 
guests can cause SOme children to 
feel insecure. The child who hears

The center is now funded as Part 


of Northeast Mental Health Dis- 
trict 4，which，like most public 
health and education programs 
funded by the city and state, is-suf- 
fering from alack of funds.
